The  President  and  Directors  of  the  Baltimore  and  Susquehanna 
Rail  lload  Company  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  following  report 
of  the  operations  of  the  company  during  the  year  ending  the  30th 
September,  1S43. 

The  tabiUar  statements  hereto  annexed  exliibit,  Xo.  1,  the  total 
aggregate  receipts  and  expenditures  of  the  company;  No.  2,  those 
for  the  last  year,  and  No,  3,  the  amounts  received  and  expended 
within  the  same  period,  which  properly  l)eIong  to  the  transportation 
department.  From  a  comparison  of  the  latter  with  the  last  annual 
report  of  the  company  it  will  be  seen,  that  whilst  during  the  last 
year,  the  number  of  passengers  has  been  nearly  the  same,  there 
has  been  an  increase  of  10,712,382,  lbs.  in  the  quantity  of  tonnage 
transported  over  the  road  between  Baltimore  and  York.  In  the 
total  gross  revenue  of  the  company  from  Transportation,  including 
that  derived  from  receipts  on  tlie  Wrightsville  Rail  Road,  there  has 
been  a  decrease  of  §6,319  54  in  die  revenue  from  passengers,  and 
of  $11,989  17,  in  that  from  produce  and  merchandize,  making  to- 
gether an  aggregate  decrease  of  ^18,308  71. 

Notwithstanding  the  increased  quantity  of  tonnage,  the  actual 
expenses  of  Transportation  are  rather  less  than  were  those  of  the 
previous  year,  as  will  be  seen  by  taking  the  total  amount  of  these 
expenses  in  table  No.  3,  and  deducting  therefrom  the  excess  of  tolls 
paid  this  year  to  the  Columbia  Bridge  Company  and  the  increased 
value  of  materials  on  hand  above  the  similar  item  in  the  last  Report. 
The  diminution  in  the  net  revenue  from  transportation  for  the  past 
year  is  ,sl 7,368  20.

The  reduction  in   the   receipts  from    Tonnage,  although  there 

Wcis  an   increase   in  the  (|uantity  transported  of  upwards  of  5000 

tons,  is  owing  to  the  low  rates  at  Avliich   this  has   been   carried. 

Soon  after  the  opening  of  the  Spring   business,  the  efforts  which 
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were  made  to  divert  trade  from  the  road,  by  tlie  reduced  freights  at 
which  offers  were  made  to  transport  produce  from  Columbia, 
through  the  Susquehanna  and  Tide  Water  canals  to  Havre  de 
Grace,  and  thence  by  the  Philadelphia,  Wilmington  and  Baltimore 
Rail  Road  to  Baltimore  or  Philadelphia,  compelled  this  company 
to  make  a  considerable  reduction  in  their  charges,  to  avoid  the  loss 
of  a  large  portion  of  the  business  which  had  usually  passed  over  the 
road.  The  board  were  aware  that  the  rates  which  they  adopted, 
in  May  last,  were  below  those  which  a  few  years  since  were  deem- 
ed barely  adequate  to  defray  the  actual  expenses  of  rail  road  trans- 
portation, but  they  knew  also  that  on  this  point  very  different 
opinions  were  extensively  entertained,  and  that  on  various  rail  roads 
it  had  been  ascertained  that  transportation  at  reduced  rates  had 
given  an  increased  revenue,  net  as  w^ell  as  gross,  from  the  great 
additional  trade  which  had  been  thereby  attracted,  and  in  some  in- 
stances, created. 

Whilst  reducing  their  charges,  the  board  anticipated  an  increase 
in  the  quantity  of  tonnage,  but  at  the  same  time,  in  consequence 
of  the  facilities  afforded  by  the  rival  routes  between  Columbia  and 
the  cities  of  Baltimore  and  Philadelphia,  they  could  not  feel  as- 
sured that  such  increase  would  be  of  sufficient  magnitude  to  prevent 
the  Revenue  of  the  company  at  least  for  a  time,  from  being  unfa- 
vourably affected  by  such  reduction.  The  board  have  accordingly 
seen  witlr  regret,  that  at  the  close  of  the  year,  the  result  has  been 
a  decrease  in  the  net  revenue,  as  before  stated  of  ^17,368  20. 

It  is  to  be  remarked  that  the  Pittsburg  trade  over  this  route  was 
not  so  great  as  it  would  otherwise  have  l^een,  in  consequence  of  the 
unusual  length  of  time  during  which  the  Pennsylvania  canals  were 
closed  last  winter,  by  the  ice.  In  the  year  1841,  they  were  not 
closed  until  the  20th  of  December,  and  were  opened  on  the  7th  of 
March  following;  whilst  in  the  ensuing  fall  they  were  closed  on 
the  25th  November,  1842,  and  were  not  opened  until  the  7th  of 
April  last.  There  is  good  reason  for  believing  that  a  considerable 
amount  of  produce  and  merchandize  was  in  consequence  diverted 
from  this  to  other  routes.  In  the  course  of  the  year,  several  items 
of  expenditure  have  again  been  necessarily  incurred,  which  do  not 
appear  in  the  transportation  accounts,  not  being  properly  there 
chargeable,  though  their  amount  will  lie  seen  by  a  comparison  of 
the  general  statement.  No.  1,  of  receipts  and  expenditures,  with  the 
similar  table  annexed  to  the  last  annual  report.  The  principal  of 
these  items,  some  of  which  were  mentioned  in  that  report  as  re- 
maining to  be  provided  for  were  : 

For  the  completion  of  the  viaduct  near  the  city  of  Baltimore,  on 
which  ^1500  had  previously  been  paid.  The  balance  due  for  the 
construction  of  this  work,  which  was  paid  in  the  past  year  was 
.f  4,1 70  41. 

For  the  completion  of  w^arehouse  at  York,  on  which  at  the  last 
report  $400  had  been  paid,  the  balance  due  has  been  this  year  paid 
in  full,  amounting  to  .'t^2,885  68. 

The  5th  section  of  the  act  of  Assembly  of  1837,  chapter  302, 
requires  the  company  to   have   and    keep  a   sufficient   number  of 


cai:>  fur  llie  piuiiipl  daii-porlaliuii  ul  all  pioJiioeaiid  merchaiiclue 
that  may  !«•  ufleivil  at  the  several  th-puts.  The  niimher  heretofore 
proviiletl  haviriir  proved  inadecinate,  coMiphiints  were  made  of  a 
want  of  ihe  re(|uired  lacilities  for  transportation  ;  and  the  l)oard 
looking  to  the  peremptory  eharncter  of  ihe  ]  iegi^^lative  enactment, 
beli(!ved  it  to  he  incumbent  on  them  to  take  meiisuces  to  prevent  a 
continuance  of  this  inconvenience.  They  therefore  ordered  twenty 
new  cars  to  be  constructed,  of  which  seventeen  have  been  complet- 
ed and  placed  on  die  road,  and  the  materials  for  the  rest  liave  been 
purchased.  They  are  constructed  on  a  plan  invented  and  patented 
Fjy  Mr.  J.  Miilholland  the  machinist  of  the  company,  which  has 
thus  far  fully  answered  the  expectations  that  were  entertained  of 
its  advantages.  Each  of  these  cars  has  six  wheels,  weigiis  in  all 
about  S,oOO  lbs.  and  will  carry  12,000  lbs.  to  14,000  lbs.  of  most 
descriptions  of  produce,  the  full  load  of  an  ordinary  eight  wheeled 
car.  Their  cost,  avenxging  less  than  .$4.50  each  is  considerably  be- 
low that  of  cars  of  equal  quality  with  eight  wheels.  The  actual 
expenditure  incurred  under  this  head  of  construction,  prior  to  the 
1st.  October  last  was  i<,5,S0o  27.  To  cany  passengers  across  the 
Columbia  bridge,  a  car  has  also  been  constnicted  on  the  same  plan 
the  cost  of  which  was  ,$896, S5. 

An  unsettled  case  of  u  claim  for  damages  growing  out  of  the  con- 
struction of  the  road  through  property  adjoining  the  depot  at  Bol- 
ton, within  the  city  of  Baltimore  has  been  tinally  adjudicated,  and 
the  damages  awarded  have  been  paid,  amounting  to  ^2,158  00. 

In  the  month  of  October  last,  another  suit  oy  one  of  the  con- 
tractors for  the  construction  of  several  sections  of  the  road  in  Penn- 
sylvania which  had  been  long  pending  in  York  was  finally  settled. 
This  is  of  course  not  chargeable  to  the  year  ending  on  the  30th  Sep- 
tember;  but  it  may  be  properly  mentioned  here,  because  the  amount 
paid  was  necessarily  taken  from  the  available  balance  in  hand  at 
the  close  of  that  year.     The  amount  thus  paid  was  $2,800  00 

During  the  year,  a  purchase  was  made  from  the  patentees,  of  the 
right  to  use  what  appears  to  be  the  most  effectual  invention  which 
has  yet  been  made  for  preventing  fires  from  the  escape  of  sparks 
from  the  locomotives.  Wood  is  yet,  and  for  a  long  time  is  likely 
to  be,  the  cheapest  fuel  on  this  route,  but  its  use  is  not  un-attended 
with  danger  in  Engines  of  ordinary  construction.  Several  instan- 
<"es  had  occurred  of  woods  and  fences  on  the  route  as  well  as  of 
car-  in  the  trains  l)eing  set  on  fire;  and  though  no  damage  of  any 
amount  had  been  occasioned,  there  was  reason  to  apprehend  that 
the  company  might  not  continue  to  be  so  fortunate,  as  the  road 
passes  near  to  a  number  of  buildings.  As  the  engines  nm  through 
the  streets  of  York,  the  company  were  repeatedly  urged  by  the 
authorities  of  that  borough  to  take  every  precaution  which  coidd 
be  suggested,  to  guard  against  all  risk,  and  with  this  request  it  was 
felt  to  be  but  reasonable  to  comply,  by  obtaining  the  right  to  use  a 
machine  which  on  a  full  trial  was  found  to  aiLswer  the  purpose.  It 
has  now  been  used  for  two  years  and  a  half,  and  since  its  adoption 
no  instance  has  occurred  of  fire  being  commvmicated  by  sparks  from 


\he   locomotive!?   of    the  company.     The    cost    of  tliis   purchase 
\v^as!$2,000  00. 

The  difference  between  the  amoiinl  of  bills  payable  outstanding 
on  the  1st  October  1842  and  on  the  1st  October  1843,  shewing  the 
amount  paid  by  the  company  within  the  year,  is  !|^6,282  99. 
The  amount  of  bills  payable  on  the  1st.  Oct.  1842  was  $14,989  82

Of  this  amount  but  $2,408  36  were  issued  for  the  proper  ac- 
count of  this  company  and  ,1j;6,298  47  for  account  of  the  debts  due 
by  the  Wfightsvilie  York  and  Gettysburg  Rail  Road  company. 
The  latter  are  payable  chiefly  in  September  1844  and  September 
1845,  and  will  be  defrayed  out  of  the  net  revenue  accruing  to  the 
latter  company  from  its  tolls.  The  reasons  for  issuing  these  notes, 
and  the  relations  existing  between  the  Baltimore  and  Susquehanna 
and  the  Wrightsville,  York  and  Gettysburg  companies  having  been 
fully  explained  in  former  reports,  it  is  deemed  unnecessary  again 
to  speak  of  them  in  detail. 

The  total  amount  of  the  various  items  enumerated  above  as 
paid  within  the  year  ending  on  the  30th  September  1843,  or  imme- 
diately after  the  close  of  the  year,  and  not  connected  with  the 
operations  of  Ihe  transportation  department,  (besides  several  other 
smaller  pUyments  of  the  same  character,  which  have  not  been 
specially  mentioned)  is  .$26,994  20. 

It  was  stated  in  the  last  annual  report,  that  a  payment  had  been 
made  into  the  State  Treasury  of  ten  thousand  dollars;  but  as  this  was 
not  made  until  after  the  30th  September,  1842,  the  date  at  which  the 
accounts  submitted  with  the  report,  were  closed,  the  payment  did 
not  of  course  appear  in  those  accounts.     It  will  be  found  now  charg- 
ed among  the  disbursments  of  the  past  year,  the  funds  out  of  which 
it  was  paid,  being  the  balance  on  hand  on  the  1st  October,  1842, 
Although  the  net  transportation  revenue  for  this   year,  as  will  be 
seen  in,  reference  to  table  No.  3,  accompanying  this  report,  lia$ 
amounted  to  the  sum  of  $33,158  58,  the  board  have  much  to  their 
rc"Tet  found  themselves  unable»as  yet  to  make  any  further  paymcni. 
to  the  State,  on  account  of  the  interest  due  by  the  company,  with- 
out incurring  the  risk  of  a  total  suspension  of  the  operations  of  the 
road,  in  the  event  of  its  receipts  during  the  present  winter  months, 
proving  inadequate  to  defray  its  necessary  expenses.     This  inability 
arises  from  the  decrease  which  has  l)een  shown  to  have  taken  place 
in  the  last  year's  net  revenue,  as  compared  with  that  of  the  preced- 
ing year.     Had  the  company  transported  no   greated  quantity  of 
produce  and  merchandise  than  was  earned  in  the  previous  year, 
and  received  for  the  same  the  former  rates  of  compensation  they 
could  have  paid  to  the  State  $20,000,  besides  defraying  the  several 
expenses  mentioned  above,  which  properly  came  under  the  head 


of  conslruclioii.  iL  Wius  rciusouablu  to  hUpposc,  tluiL  iiioleud  of  tlic 
amount  of  tnide  remuining  the  same,  it  would  become  greater, 
though  the  progressive  iiicrciuse  might  be  but  gradual,  arid  it  is  prc- 
ysuincd,  that  it  was  on  this  basis  that  the  Treasurer  of  the  Western 
Shore  estimated  that  die  Slate  would  have  received  from  the  com- 
pjuiy  liLst  year  twenty  ihou^iand  dollars.  It  has  been  siicwn  why 
tliis  estimate  has  not  been  realized,  but  the  board  would  respectfully 
repeat,  the  expression  of  tlieir  conviction,  which  is  strengthened  by 
the  experience  of  the  past  season,  that  the  reduction  which  (hey 
made  in  their  rates  of  charge  was  a  judicious  and  necessary  mea- 
sure; and  that,  had  it  not  been  adopted,  the  receipts  of  the  compa- 
ny would  ha\  e  fidlen  very  much  below  their  actual  amount. 

It  was  slated  in  the  last  report,  that  the  Westminster  Branch  of 
the  road,  about  ten  miles  in  length,  and  terminating  at  Owings' 
Mills,  was  in  such  a  condition,  that  it  could  only  be  used  for  the 
transportation  of  passengers,  in  light  cars  to  be  drawn  b}-  horses ; 
the  track  being  too  much  decayed  to  bear  the  weight  of  a  locomo- 
tive, or  liulcn  burthern  cars.  During  the  summer,  it  has  been  kept 
sufficient!}^  in  order  to  permit  the  passenger  cars  to  continue  to  mn; 
but  it  is  doubtful  whether  it  can  be  made  available,  even  for  this 
purpose,  for  another  season,  without  extensive  and  thorough  repairs. 
The  opinion  has  heretofore  been  expressed  by  the  board,  that  this 
work  ought  not  to  be  undertaken,  unless  there  were  at  the  same 
time,  a  prospect  of  extending  the  road  to  Westminster.  It  has 
however  been  urged,  that  the  owners  of  property  tluough  whose 
lands  the  road  has  been  constructed,  may  reasonably  ask  that  the 
facilities  which  vv^ere  originally  expected  to  be  derived  from  its 
use,  should  be  extended  to  them,  and  the  subject  has  thus  been 
again  brought  under  the  consideration  of  the  board.  It  is  estima- 
ted that  the  cost  of  relaying  the  track  entirely,  with  the  present 
light  plate  rail  on  a  new  wooden  structure,  composed  according  to 
the  old  plan  of  cross-ties  or  sleepers,  and  string  pieces  cf  sufficient 
strength  to  bear  the  transportation  of  produce  and  merchandise,  will 
cost  about  $8,500.  If  the  plan  recommended  by  Mr.  Herron  be 
adopted,  which  though  more  expensive  in  the  first  instance,  Avill 
malce  a  better  track,  and  will  cost  less  for  repairs,  the  cost  would 
probably  be  about  $14,000.  The  latter  mode  however,  could  not, 
it  is  believed,  be  used  with  advantage,  unless  the  timber  was  sub- 
jected to  some  one  of  the  various  processes  which  are  recommend- 
ed to  preserve  wood  from  decay,  dnd  which  would  probably  cost  for 
the  whole  distance  about  ,$5,000.  Whatever  plan  of  construction 
might  be  adopted,  it  would  be  very  desirable  that  measures  shcidd 
be  taken  to  render  the  timber  more  durable  than  it  is  when  merely 
seasoned  in  the  ordinaiy  mode,  but  on  the  old  plan  of  layuig  the 
track,  this  is  not  so  essential  because  on  such  a  road  each  piece  of 
wood  can  without  difficulty  be  separately  removed  when  it  may  be- 
come defective. 

There  are  also  on  the  Westminster  branch  two  bridges  which 
would  require  renewal,  at  the  cost  of  not  less  than  ,1^1,000. 

The  least  cost  as  above  stated  of  renewing  this  branch  road  would 


be  about  .fO.oUO,  and  if  the  work  be  done  in  the  jnoreehgible  niode,  • 
it  might  anioinit  to  ,f  20,001).  If  renewed,  the  trade  over  it  woukl 
probably  not  yield  a  sufficient  revenue  to  keep  the  track  in  repair, 
and  pay  an  interest  on  the  cost  of  r^-construction.  The  board  have 
had  the  subject  under  consideration  for  some  time  past,  but  have, 
not  yet  decided  on  the  course  that  it  may  be  proper  for  the  compa- 
ny to  pursue.  They  would  feel  great  reluctance  in  undertaking 
this  work  of  re-construction,  nor  will  they  do  so,  unless  they  should 
be  satisfied  that  this  is  required  of  them  by  the  obligations  of  the 
charter,  by  the  interests  of  the  company,  or  by  the  wishes  of  those 
whom  they  have  been  elected  to  represent.
